. (in cold storage) in New- 
foundland I learned that it came 
from Saskatchewan," said Dr. 
Hatcher before a meeting of the 
Newfoundland Club last night. 
"Potatoes are imported from New 
Brunswick; educational experts 
from England; log-rolling experts 
from Quebec. Thus the country 
does not develop trained men of its 
own." 

NO BOOM TIMES. 

Newfoundland does not experi- 
ence any boom times, said the 
speaker, because its industries are 
not engaged in producing luxuries 
like, the wines and laces of France. 
People do not buy any more fish 
than usual in times of prosperity. 
In fact the fishing industry suf 
fered considerably from the sane' 
tions imposed by the League of 
Nations, since Mediterranean coun- 
tries are great consumers of fish 
However, if Newfoundland could 
attract more tourists from the 
United States, it would greatly in 
crease the prosperity of the coun 
try. In these times any industry 
which produces war materials can 
bring, if not wealth, at least tem- 
porary prosperity. Wood-pulp is a 
source of explosives, The fish refuse 
which is wastefully thrown away 
could provide enormous amounts of 
glycerine, another essential of war; 
besides there are coal and iron de- 
posits of the highest quality. Un- 
fortunately many of the Industries 
are little developed; many are con-

A CCORDING to the figures ob 
T% tained at the Registrar's Of 
fice, the total registration at McGill 
this year is 37 less than last year, 
the figures being 3,310 and 3,347, 
respectively. This includes all fa- 
culties and partial students. Ex- 
cluding the British Empire, 16 for- 
eign countries are represented at 
McGill. 

The men led the women this year 
by 2,223 to 1,087, as compared with 
last year's 2,206 to 1,141. Strangely 
enough, however, this year the Arts 
Division of the Faculty of Arts and 
Science has a majority of women 
over men by 113. 

In this year's registration the fa- 
culties rank as follows: Arts and 
Science, Medicine, Engineering, 
Graduate Studies, Household Scien- 
ce, Agriculture, and lastly Dentis- 
try. This ranking is the same as that 
of the ssession 1936-37. It is natural, 
of course, that the first-mentioned 
faculty should lead, for very few 
women students are represented in 
the other faculties.' 

AMERICANS NUMEROUS. 

The total number of British stu- 
dents registered this year comes to 
2,933; of foreign, 377. Of the latter 
the United States leads with a total 
of 351. 'In other words, over 93 per 
cent, of the non-British students 
attending McGill University are 
Americans. Cuba and Guatemala 
lead the remaining foreign coun- 
tries with grand totals of four each. 
The majority of the foreign stu- 
dents are registered in the Faculty 
( Continued on Page Four). 



MAINTAINING that the 
C.I.O. has acted in the best 
interests of labour by giving the 
workers bargaining power to 
control their industry, and by 
enabling labour to have a voice 
in social and economic reforms, 
Carl Diesenroth and Gerald 
Marcus of Stanford University, 
California, were conceded the vic- 
tory by the audience in their debate 
with Monty Berger and Neville 
Wykes, both of McGill, in the Union 
last night. 

Supporting the affirmative of the 
resolution: That. the program of the 
C.I.O. is detrimental to the interests 
of labour, Monty Berger, first of 
the McGill speakers, showed that 
the 30,000,000 workers of the U.S.A. 
who depend on labour for their 
livelihood could have been ' helped 
infinitely more by the C.I.O. if its 
leaders had shown a little more tact 
and firmness, and less lack of dis- 
cretion. "Big business," he declared, 
"was not able to co-operate with the 
C.I.O; because the C.I.O. Would not 
co-operate with big business. Flush- 
ed with the success of its contract 
with Big Steel, the C.I.O. started to 
organize its forces against Little 
Steel; this corporation, however, 
had prepared propaganda for' three 
months before a general strike was 
called, so that the C.I.O. was de- 
feated. ... It antagonized public 
opinion; it was not discreet in its 
plans; 'it shouted from the house- 
tops what it proposed to do." 
Labour, he pointed out,- then re- 
ceived a set-back. By using the 
wrong tactics of negotiation at the 
outset, the C.I.O. has done irremedi- 
able harm to labour for years to 
come. 

LABOURERS ORGANIZED. 

Tracing the efforts of the C.I.O. 
to organize unskilled labourers in 
the textile, rubber, automobile and 
steel industries, Carl Diesenroth, 
first speaker for the Californians, 
showed that a "lack of discretion" 
on the part of the C.I.O. had caused 
a 10 per cent, wage increase and a 
drop from a 12-hour to an 8-hour

Paul Martin Will Explain 
Terms of "Scholarship Bill" 



^DDRESSING an open meeting 
of students in the Union next 
Monday afternoon at 5 p.m., Paul 
Martin, M.P., will explain the 
"Scholarship Bill" which proposes 
that the Canadian Federal Govern- 
ment establish a fund of $500,000 to 
pay for a college education for out- 
standing Canadian students who 
otherwise would be financially un- 
able to attend university. 

C.S.A. SPONSORS. 
The meeting next Tuesday is 
sponsored by the local branch of 
the Canadian Student Assembly, 
whose chief work is to continue 
the suggestions made at the Winni- 
peg Conference. At that time, the 
following resolution was passed: 
"Re Scholarships, Whereas many of 
the ablest youth in Canada are 
prevented by financial reasons from 
receiving the benefits of higher 
education, and, whereas it is in the 
best interests of Canada that these 
youths be trained to take a part 
in the national life of their 
country. Therefore be it resolved 
that the N.C.C.U.S. requests the 
Dominion Government to support 
the proposal for a National Scholar- 
ship System presented by Mr. Paul 
Martin in the House of Commons 
on February 24, 1937, which recom- 
mends that 'the government should 
investigate the desirability of a 
system of national scholarships to 
be made available to outstanding 
students who are financially unable 
to continue their education and to 
enable them to secure under- 
graduate and (or) post-graduate 
training in our universities, univer-

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Are International 
Debates Worthwhile? 

Y^E take great pleasure in extending a 
hearty welcome to Messrs. Carl 
Diesenroth and Gerald Marcus, visiting 
debaters from Stanford, who held verbal 
combat with McGill last night on the vexed 
question of the C.I.O. 

We cannot help feeling, however, that 
bur welcome would have rung with a less 
hollow echo had it been endorsed by a 
larger audience in the Union Ballroom last 
night; 

.Time and again debating teams arrive, 
. from the States, from England, from Down 
[Under." Time and again they speak to 
nearly empty houses, despite considerable 
advance publicity on the part of the 
i 1 .; Debating Union. 

It is all very well for us to mouth 
irite truisms about the beneficial effects 
of such visits: of the promotion of inter- 
national understanding by the exchange of 
ideas between men of great universities and 
by the intelligent discussion of important 
current problems of mutual interest. 

There is no real reason why these 
effects should not result from such visits. 
fThè debaters are usually men of marked 
lability and to a large extent typical of the 
university from which they come. Surely 
, ifchere is no dearth of men of. equal calibre 
at McGill. Yet exchange of ideas is never 
actually realized, the debaters see very 
little of the real McGill, and (through no 
'fault of their own or of the Debating Union 
Executive) depart little wiser than they 
jcame. 

There are ways of stimulating interest 
in international debates. We could suggest 
.that the Debating Union arrange for a 
Visiting team from .Vassar or Wellesley. 
We fear, however, that the interest, though 
".it would doubtless be considerable, would 
hardly be purely academic. 

Until at lèast an apologetic pretence 
at intellectual interest in international de- 
bates can 6e simulated, it seems hardly 
worthwhile to expose ourselves so nakedly 
to representatives of other universities. 
. .Under such conditions, it seems to us, inter- 
national debates are emphatically not 
Worthwhile. 




MUSIC 



Rossini's Barber. 

1816— Fidelio written, performed and 
popular, Der Freischutz about to be born, 
"t was a question how long the old Italian 
musical comedy could withstand the 
romantic tide. Mozart had already re- 
vitalized it once, but in the meantime re- 
volution from France had spelled death to 
all. that was Roccoco. Of scores of operas 
•om the old Italian period, none has 
compared in survival value with the Barber 
of Seville. 

Neither Beaumarchais nor Rossini 
were dealers in profound emotions. Court- 
ships are born and closed within the hour; 
rivals are tricked and look silly, without 



discursive ethical digressions. Devotion 
and loyalty tend to v'ary with the fattness 
of a purse, or with the promise of some 
merry sport. Characters are crystalline 
and tangible, pranks are loveable anc 
comic, music means melody, fresh and 
clear. 

We do not despise the power and 
turmoil which the turn of the century re- 
leased. We appreciate Beethoven's jest, at 
the close of the Allegretto in the Eighth 
Symphony, when with a shriek, of acornfu 
mirth he murders his own little movement 
by appending the Rossini tonic-and 
dominant finish. Infected by a new in 
dividualism, Beethoven hated easy con 
ventions. But we are far enough away ir 
time to evaluate the culture which mad( 
the Barber possible. Evaluate means 
assess, not praise or blame. We must put 
romanticism in its proper plncè, as a func- 
tional outgrowth of repression-boun( 
society, if we are not to miss the pathos 
in that precarious sophistication of the 
eighteenth century, which counted polisher, 
gaiety as its happiest rclèasè. The Italian 
Rossini, like the German Haydn, fed this 
great demand. In Mozart this gaiety 
often falters. In Beethoven the break is 
quite complete. How fiercely different is 
the letter's humour; how conspicuously 
absent is Wagner's. We too, often must 
feel that we are riding a, storm, as the 
common man of 1800 must have felt. So 
we are free to speculate on why the Barber 
is so popular today. The demand is stil 
there. 

The performance of the Columbia 
Opera Company was quite good enough to 
préserve the charm Of both words and 
music. The orchestra was good. Fine 
acting and reliable singing by Luisa 
Coronina and Messrs. Chigi, Palermo 
Harris, Whitfield, and sound direction by 
Umberto Mngnai offset the customary 
touring troupe scenery; The remaining 
performances of La Traviata tonight, 
Martha and Faust tomorrow, and finally 
The Pearl Fishers, will conclude a week 1 
bill. We hope that good houses like 
Wednesday's will be repeated often enougl: 
to persuade this company to return.

Is Opera Dying? 

In our opinion, opera as an entèrtain- 
ment form is really only beginning to touch 
the mass of North Americans. We are 
poorly educated in vocal music, however 
good a beginning we have made in instru- 
mental. But after all, song is so funda- 
mental, and the voice is thé natural medium 
for human dramatic expression. We feel 
pleased with ourselves to have heard the 
Barber once this season. Yet for all that 
we hear about the grim effect of German- 
ized culture in Hitler's country, the Barber 
was performed in Germany last winter 314 
times. Verdi operas totalled 1,351 per- 
formances, and Puccini 1,186. Even Wag 
her totalled a mere 1,409 stagings on his 
home ground. In all 236 different com- 
plete operas crossed German footlights last 
season. This is official. Think it over.

A Career In The Cànadian 
Permanent For University 
Graduates. 

yO be eligible for consideration on sub- 
mission of an application for a com- 
mission as Lieutenant in the Canadian 
Permanent Militia, the candidate must be 
a British Subject and physically fit. He 
must also be between the' ages of 18 and 
25 and single. 

In the specialized branches of the 
Service such as the Royal Canadian Corps 
of Signals, the Royal Canadian Engineers, 
the Royal Canadian Army Médical Corps/ 
the Royal Canadian Army Veterinary 
Corps, etc., the corresponding degrees in 
applied science, engineering, medicine and 
so on are required. Also the applicant 
must be from a university where a military 
curriculum • is laid down, for, instance 
McGill, where the C.O.T.C. provides train- 
ing in nearly all branches of the Army. 

The candidates who are not also 
graduates of the Royal Military ' College 
undergo a long period of training if and 
when they are accepted. 

On being granted a commission, the 
officer ènjoys the very best social lifè. 
Whenever there is anything interesting 
going on, the military man is sure to be 
theré. 

The work is interèsting and healthy, a 
large part of it being in thè open -air. An 
officer has a good chance of being moved 
around the Country, stationed at various 
points for different tasks. Some go to 
England for the Staff Courses at Camber- 
ley and some to the Staff College at 
Quetta, India. Besides this, a few ex- 
changes are made between England and 
India and Canada.

that a man might find on St. James St., 
but the job is secure if the man lives up 
to the high standards of character, ability 
and industry required by the Permanent 
Force. Even during the hard times 
soldier is paid three hundred and sixty-five 
days in the year. 

The life of an officer may be in many 
ways hard, but it is usually keen, clean 
and happy.

BREAD AND WINE, By Ignazio 

Silone. New York, 1937. 
A T the present time when, even 
in- Canada, the subject of Com- 
munism and Fascism is filling the 
newspapers and our everyday con- 
versation, a Socialist's accent of life 
in. Fascist Italy— just prior to and 
during the Abyssinian War — Is 
bound to be Interesting and instruc- 
tive. 

To many people, the pleasure of 
reading a remarkably well-wrltten 
book will be spoiled by an utter 
lack of reticence. The behaviour 
of the minor characters in the book, 
too personal to be freely spoken of 
In company, sometimes vulgar, 
sometimes licentious, is likely to 
disgust a reader accustomed to more 
reserved English books. But Silone 
evidently wishes to convey a true 
picture of life In Italy, both urban 
and rural, and he undoubtedly gives 
one the impression that he is faith- 
fully describing what he has seen. 

The story is of one Spino, an 
exiled Socialist, who returns dis- 
guised and with a false passport to 
try to get in touch with his old as- 
sociates and keep alive the spirit of 
a counter-revolution, but to many 
readers the real hero is the old 
priest, Bennedetto, living, in retire^ 
ment because his views are not in 
favour with the authorities, and 
dying in the act of doing what he 
feels to be his duty as a simple 
priest.— R.C.

By the law of this province, Com 
munism, its ideas, organization and 
literature are forbidden. This is 
implemented by the notorious Pad 
lock Law. • Technically the law has 
been challenged by lawyers 
throughout our country as uncon 
stitutional. Thinking people every 
where have been quick to denounce 
it as un-British in its character. 

The greatest contribution that 
universities can and must make to- 
day, indeed the only attitude which 
can permit the application of the 
name university to a group 
buildings, is the exchange 
thought. In this they must hold 
themselves, cost what it may, above 
the law when that law attempts to 
stifle these things. 

The Immunity granted a member 
of the Government _on the floor of 
the House is relatively unimpor 
tant contrasted with the liberty of 
thought that must reign within the 
walls of universities. 

They have a peculiar great right 
and duty of protecting this liberty 
which will live when states and 
their governments have been out- 
grown by the people. It is fitting 
to note here that students share 
this responsibility and privilege 
with their teachers, 

We deplore the action of Stu 
dents' Executive Council in refus 
ing Tim Buck the opportunity of 
speaking here. We believe they 
have thoughtlessly corrupted uni 
versity's intellectual integrity. A 
dangerous precedent has been 
established which will be difficult 
to eradicate In the future. It is to 
be hoped that freedom of speech 
will be reinstated in spite of this 
mistake.

week, in Carnegie Steel alone. Men 
tioning a few statistics, Diesenroth 
said that enrolment had increased 
from 8,000 to 45,000 in the steel in 
dustry, and from 30,000 to 100,000 
in radio since the advent of the 
C.I.O.; moreover, 400 contracts had. 
been made between the C.I.O. and 
steel and textile executives in 1937 
alone. "The C.I.O.," he. concluded, 
'was organized for the purpose' of 
improving the hours, wages and 
working conditions of the labour- 
ers; this is what it has done, and 
it is by no means detrimental to the 
best interests of labour." 

Neville Wykes, following up the 
argument of his colleague, believed 
that the C.I.O. is detrimental to 
labour because it has lailed to 
maintain the sympathy of the mid- 
dle classes. Commenting on the sit- 
down strikes, he said that "the Com- 
mittee used this all-powerful wea- 
pon too often, thus weakening the 
effect of It when it became "as 
plentiful as mosquitoes in August." 
The middle and upper classes, dis- 
liked the activities of the C.I.O. 
when, owing to a strike, they were 
forced to climb fifteen flights of 
stairs because an elevator strike 
was in progress. Moreover, the 
C.I.O. has boen accused of having 



Communists within its ranks, and 
so far John L. Lewis has denied 
these attacks. 

"His philosophy is 'Might is 
Right'; by causing the C.I.O.-A.F. 
of L. split, he has made it impos- 
sible for labour to reorganize be- 
fore at least years have elapsed." 
LEWIS DECLARED POWERFUL. 

Gerald Marcus, the final speaker, 
supported the leader of the C.I.O. 
by saying that he has given labour 
power that it never had before. 
When Lewis asked • Roosevelt to 
legalize the sit-down strike, the 
president was wavering between 
labour and capital. Marcus be- 
lieved that if. Communism is in the 
ranks of labour, it should not be 
the part ôf democracy to eradi- 
cate it. 

Alfred Pick presided over the 
debate. At the close, he announced 
that oh Thursday, March 3, two 
speakers from Hart House, Toronto, 
will debate here on the question, 
Resolved, That this house would 
rather reside in Toronto than in 
Montreal. 

The audience was almost unani- 
mous in declaring the Californians 
winners of last night's debate.

STUDENT SUPPORT NEEDED. 

Since 80 per cent, of the Members 
of Parliament are in favour of the 
Bill, it only remains for Mr. Martin 
to gain support, from college stu- 
dents, student councils, teachers, 
youth councils, 'the N.F.C.U.S., and 
the C.U.P, Already Mr. Martin has 
received . 32,000 letters of congratu- 
lation and support, and has made 
about 60 speeches across the coun- 
try to publish his scheme. 

Under the aegis of the C.S.A., a 
national student campaign is to be 
established, with committees on 
each campus to ascertain the num- 
ber of scholarships and other 
financial gifts already offered on 
each campus, how many students 
work during the summer to pay 
part of their educational expenses, 
the number that are unable to 
graduate through financial inability, 
how many would study in gradu- 
ate schools if they had sufficient! 
funds, and the number of scholar- 
ships needed. The average scholar- 
ship in Canada today is. worth ap- 
proximately $200 per annum.' 
C.S.A. EXPLAINED. 

The Canadian Student Assembly 
is an outgrowth of the Winnipeg 
Conference with a Local Student 
Assembly on each campus. The 
purpose of each Local Assembly 
will be, in general terms, to co- 
operate with th,e Student Council 



on each campus to raise the stan- 
dard and quality of university life. 
Special problems at McGill are the 
establishment of co-operatives, cur- 
riculum changes, and the scholar 
ship bill. A local assembly execu- 
tive will be elected when the dele 
gates to the Conference and re- 
presentatives from campus organiza- 
tions meet in the Union on Thurs 
day, two days after the open meet 
ing with Mr. Martin. 

The national C.S.A.'s headquarters 
are in Montreal. This city was 
chosen at the conference both be 
cause of its geographical position, 
and because it is the only univer 
sity centre where English and 
French students . can co-operate 
The members of the National Resi- 
dent Executive Committee, the body 
in charge of the national movement, 
are as follows: President, Neil Mor- 
rison, McGill; vice-president, Gerard 
Plourde, University of Montreal; 
secretary, Grant Lathe, McGill; oth- 
er members: Peggy Lamb, Lila Red- 
mond, Madeleine Parent, George 
Flower, Arnold Issenman, all of Mc- 
Gill; Henri-Paul Lemay, and Andre 
Bachand, U. of M., and Roby Kidd, 
Sir George Williams College. The 
duties of the central body are to 
answer correspondence from various 
points, to issue a, regular bulletin 
about the activities of other univer- 
sities, promotion of intercollegiate 
contacts by visits of S. A. personnel 
to different campuses, and inquir- 
ing into the possibility of publish- 
ing a national student magazine.
